This 
Charles, who was lince Duke of Burguy= 
dy, cnjoycd theſe Lands, though not withgut 
Wars and Diviſions,againſt Lewts the XI. Fi- 
nally, charles being dead before Nancy, An. 
1477. Lewis the XI. did ſuddenly inyadethe 
Dutchy of Burgundy as a matculin apanage. , 
returning tothe Crown, and all the Townes 
upon the River of $-mme, which the French 
have kept ever fince.

ner for receiving his rebeflious {ubjet.Abouc 
the ſame rime, Fyazcrs wpon the ihexecution 
of the Treary of Noyor ( Charles refuſing to 
make reſtitution of Nuvarra to Henry A Al- 
Zret ) rook the quarrcll of thar diſpoſſcfſed 
Prince, and {ent Andrew de Foix, Lord de Eſ- 
parre, brother to Xozſieur de Lautre into Na- 
varrz, Wherethe French did ſome exploit ar 
the firſt, but were ſoon repelled by the Spa« 
niards. Charles takerh that enterpriſe for an 
infra&ion of the peace between the two hou-

where he 15 repulſed by Rexſo de Cera a Ro- 
man Baron, and Ph:il;p de Chabot thar kept it 
for the King. He repaſſeth the Alpes, and the 
King after him, who comming to M:lazy, re- 
covercth preſently the whole Dutchy , Patra 
only accepted. 

While Frances is befieging Pavia defen- 
ded by Antonio de Leva , Charles de Bourbon 
bringsTroops out of Germany to relieve it. The 
bartell of Paw/a 1s fought , where the victory 
being already onthe Kings fide,he would fol- 
low 1n perſon the Enemy which was retiring, 
and had no ſooner overtaken them ,* but hee 
was taken by them, az.

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DISCOURSE: 


Shewing the Diſpute about the precedence 

at the Councell of. Trent, betweene 
the Embaſſadors of France 
ard Spaine. 


T is certaine, that before the formation of 

' that great (v/ſſus of the Houſe of Auſtria 
about the year 1520.thneKings of Fraxce Were 
acknowledged the firſt of Chriſtendom next 
to the Emperours. 

The pieces wherewith the greatneſſe of 
Spatz is made up, are Provinces moſt of them 
fcudatary of the Empire, or of France, or of 
the Pope all theſe larely gathered up. But 
France is of an ancient, entire, and indepen- 
dent greatneſſe. 

The Embaſladours of Charles the V. had the 


precedence every where. before thoſe - of 
| France, 


UN 
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France, becauſe he was Emperour, But in the 
year 1535. when he reſigned that quality of 
Emperour to his Brother, and his other qua= 
lities and ſtates to his Son,. perceiving that 

| his Son wanting the quality of Empcrour, 
could not keep that prehcminence; he uſed 
this artifice, A little before h1s retirement 

- from the world, he recalled from Yenrce his 
Embaſlador, Fraxci(co de Vargas, who being 
an Embaſſador of the Empire; had a precc- 
dence before the French Embaſſador, Then 
after the re{ignation of his States, he {ent the 
ſame Yargas to Yemrce again, as Embaſſadour 
for himſelfe and his Son joyntlyg although in 
cfte& Charles beipg deveſted of his dignities, 
Vargas was: Embaſſadour of his Son onely, 
hoping thereby to deceive the Yeretians and 
others, by ſending the ſame man. Yargas de- 
manded of the Senate of Yexzce the ſame pre- 
cedence which he had before. To which Do- 
minique, Biſhop of Lodeva, Embaſladour of 
Heyry the II, of France, made oppoſition, re- 
preſenting to the Senate, that Charles was no 
more con{1derable in the world 3 that when 
the Embaſladours of the Emperour Ferat- 
zandihould appear, he would yield to them) 
but that he would not yield to the Embaſ- 
{adour of Ph:l:p, but in all occaſions of aud1- 
ence, ceremony, viſits, and the like, he would 
take the firſt place, till the coming of the Im- 
pertal 
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xeriall Embaſſadors. The Senate fearing 

ome ill ifſue of this diſpute, gave order;thar 
the two Embaſſadours ſhould nox : preſent 
themſelves at the ceremonies of the Feaſt of 
St Mark 3 and ſo the marter remained ynde- 
cided all rhe year 1557, by the irre{oJution 
of thar Common-wealth, and the {implici- 
ty of the French Embaſladour. Bur in the 
year 1558. Francis de Novazlles,  Bilhop of 
Acs, having ſucceeded that of Lodeua,renew- 
ed the diſpute, and the Embaſſadours of the 
Empecrour Ferdina#d being come, he deman- 
ded to be maintained in his Rights, apd to 
bave the y place after the Emperours Em- 


baſlacour, and couragiouſly took it beforc 
Vargas ; who ſceing that the policy of Char 
( who dyed at the {ame oe rag no effec, 
and that he was conſidered onely as Embal- 
ſadour of Ph:lip, began to extoll his Maſters 
greatneſs, and number his States and Sovc- 
ralgnties which he poſſeſſed in farre greater 
number then the King of France, Saying that 
theſe cuſtoms of honour and precedence , 
muſt alter according te the time. That his 
Maſter was the greateft King of the world; 
farre more able to affiſt the Common-wealth 
with Arms, Men, and Money, then the King 
of Francc. The Biſhop of Acs ſtoutly reſiſted 
tum, and obtained of the Senate. an Order 
whereby the precedence was adjudged os 
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-him above the Embaſſadour of Spain. Abour 


which, wien the Spaniard expoltuJated very 
earneftly,ir was aniwered him,that rheCom-

mon-wealth would not undertake to exa- 


mine the greatnefle of their Majeſtics ; but 
thar they tound in their Records, thar in all 
A&ts both ng and private,Ceremonies, 
Vifits, and Audiences, the Embaſſadours of 
France had preceded thoſe of Spain, and to 
thar received cuſtome they would keep. This 
an{wer offended Pheltp, who upon that called 
back his Embaſſadour. But AMicael Swurrianc, 


'the Yezetian Embaſſadour in his Court, de- 
ended the decree of the Senate of Yemice, and 


in ſome ſort mitigated the diſpleaſure of Fhz- 


lip, who yer in all occaſions renued that diſ- 
punte, 


His greateſt effort was fqur years aftcr in 
the Councill of Trext. To underſtand rhe 


right of precedences of Ambaſſadours, we 


maſt know, thar in the Councill there was 
three ſorts of Aſſemblies; particular Con- 
gregations, generall Congregations, and Seſ- 
ſions. In the private Congregations, the Do- 
ors afſiſted with ſome Biſhops, examined 
the queſtions of Faith and Reformation, and 
there no Ceremony of precedence was heed- 
ed. In the general Congregation all the Pre- 


 lares aſſembled, the Legats were Prefidents, 
' every one kept his place of honour : It was a

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publique action where queſtions were reſol. 


ved,the Legates propounded that which was | 


to be examined 1n the particular Congregati- 
ons 5 every Prelate had right to ſpeak and to 
vote; Embaſſadors of Princes had audience 
after their Commiſſion was examined, and 
that whicli was to be promulgated in rhe tol- 
lowing Seſſion was there concluded ; Em- 
bafſladors kept theirplace there according to 
their rank, The Seſſion was the folemne day, 
upon which after a Maſs of the Holy Gholt, 
and a Sermon of a Prelate, or ſome eminent 
man upon the matter in queſtion; the Prclate 
officiating, pronounced witha loud voyce rhe 
Decrecs reſolved, which the Fathers appro- 
ved with a Placer. In theſe Seſſions, Embaſia- 
dors had alſo their place of honour, and at 
the Maſs : That honour was ſcen by the place 
where they fate, by rhe Cexſer, and by the 
Pax, which was given them in the time of the 
Mais. Now whereas this Councill was held 
at three ſeverall times, under there ſeveral 
Popes, Pau! the III, Jule the ITI, and Pres the 
IV, Ta.the time of Paul and Jule, Charles the 
V, was Emperour, whoſe Embaſſadors with- 
out contradiction fat above the French Em- 
baſladors, who in the ſixtcen firſt Seffions ap-

1542, 
the King of France 1s named after the Em- 
perour 1n expreſs terms, and all the other 
Princes comprehended 1n one generall term, 
and that twice, Thus, Charifſimoes 13 Chriſto 
flros noFtros, Carolum Romanorum Imperatorem, 
& Chriſtamſſumum Regem Francaſcum, duopre- 
upua Chriftiani noms firmamenta atque fulcra 
orare at que obſecraxe anſi1ttmus. A little lower, 
Supra autem dictes, Imperatorem Regemque Chri- 
ſftrariſſumum, nec non ceteros Reges, Duces, Prin- 
cipes quorum preſertia ſi alias unquam, hoc qui- 
dem tempore maxime, ſauthſſime (briſt: fivet & 
Chyiſlianorum ſutura eſt ſalutaris, roganes atque 
obſecrantes per Wſcera miſericordse Dei, 8c. 

In the beginning of the Council, an.1545. 
Francis the I, had appointed for his Embaſl- 


ſadors, Claude D'Urfe Sexeſchalof Foreſts, Jac- 


ques de Ligmeres, Preſidezt 1a the third Chamber 
of. Enqueſts 1 the Parltament of Parts, and the 
Deane, Peter Dares, ſince Bijhop de la Vaur. Þut 
being informed by ſome French Biſhops that 
were at Tyrert, that there was little hope that 
the Councell ſhould do any good, he called 
back his Embaſladors who dig not appear in 
the Councel. eAntony Filioly of Garat, Archbi- 
ſhop of A4:x in Provence was there for the King 
who 1n the firſt Seſhon, when publike prayers 


Were 
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were made for the Princes, having required 


that the King of France ſhould be named 
in expreſſc rermes, as he had been named in 
the Bull of the Indidion, the Legars eluded 
that demand,and ſaid,thar che Fathers ought 
to be conſulted. about it, and none was pray« 
ed for in expreſſe rermes but the Pope and 
che Emperour; all other Princes were com- 
prehended in one generall term. | 

In the year £546. Fraxcs the I, ſent his 
Embaiſadour Peter Danes, Biſhop de la Var to 
the Councills Ar his reception, he made a 
fine ſpeech, wherein he repreſented the Stare 
of Chriſtendom, and the great diſorders 
crept into the Church,even into the Court of 
Rome, At which when a certaine Biſhop did 


laugh, ſaying, Gallus Cantat. Danes replyed | 


readily, Xirnam iſto palliciuto, Petrus ad veſtpiſ< 
centiam & fletum excitetur. An Apophthegm 


which afterwards was rife in the-mouth of | 


the Fathers of the Councill, | 
ean.1547. when PaulthellT, toavoid'the 
lagne & the war of Germary, would remove 
the Councill from Trent to Bolowias, the Le- 
gates conſulting the Fathers about it, faid 
that his Holineſſe approved of it, Communr- 
cato etram confilio cum Imperatore, (hrifitanifſi- 
mo Roges(f7 alits Regibus ac principtbus Chriſtsa- 
#45, which is another expreſſion of the honour 
which the Council did ro the Kings of Fraxce. 
| But 
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-Brcin the third Indiction of the Councilt 
uadesr Paws the IV. ar. 1561, in the Bull of 
the IndiQion, Prws the IV, uſetYother words 
then Pazivs the II, and Fubns the TI, had u+- 
{ed before, Thus, Charyſimes vero 12 Chriſto 
plios -noftros Romanoram Imperatorem eleflum, 
cetera que Reges,07 Prencipes quos optandum ſa- 
ue efſet Coucilio imereſſe pſſe, hortamur & roga« © 
mus, without any mention of the moſt Chri- 
ſtian King. Ph:l:bert de 1a Bourdeſiere, Biſhop of 
Angauleſm, Embaſſadour of Fraxce, in the 
Popes Court expoſtulared with him by the 
Kings order for that negle(t, with proteſta- 
tion that notwithſtanding 'that negle&, he 
would not hinder the progreſs of the Coun- 
cillz. yea, that he had commanded his Bis 
thopsto go to the Councill, The Pope an- 
{wered, that he had charged ſome Cardinals 
to form the Bull, and that they had not heed- 
ed that Po/x1:l/o5 and that afrer they had na- 
med the Emperour, they had nor judged ir 
neceflary ro name all the Kings, bur had com« 
win them under one generall name. 
The Embaſſador replyed, that it was a Pre- 
rogative of the Kings of France, not to þe 
comprehended under a generall name. The 
Pope anfwered, thar he could nor foreſee all 
things, and that another time order ſhould 
be given, that the like errour ſhould not be 
coſnmitted. | 


In 
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In the year 1562, the 18. of May, : Les de 
Saint Gelats, Lord de Lanſac, came. to: Trent, 
and three dayes after, Armnault Ferrier, Preſi- 
dent of the Enqueſts of Paris, and Guy du Faur 
de Pibrac, chicte Judge of Toloſa, ſent by. the 
King of Frazce, who were received with 
great honour by the Council; yea great-part 
of the Prelats tubjects of the King of Spain 
went to meet them. But Ferdinand de Aualo , 
AMarqueſs of Pesquera, Embaſſadour to King 
Ph:lip, went out of Trent three dayes beforc, 
and retired to Milan, of which he was Go- 
vernour, pretending. a feare from the:Pro- 
teſtanrs of Daulph:ne and the Switzers, but in 
cfic&t to avoid meeting with the Frehch, Em- 
baſſladors,who took their place in the general 
Congregation atter the Imperiall Embaſla- 
dors. P:brac made a fine Oration, wherein 
he ſpake very trcely againſt the diſorders of 
the Church, the {mall progreſs of rne Coun- 
cill in fuch a long time, and tor rhe liberty of 
voting in the Councill, which was not to be 
expected irom Rome. He was {ſeconded by.the 
two other Embaſladors, Laxſac and Ferrier. 
The Pope complained of it, and {aid thatzhe 
King of Fraxce had ſeat not Embaſſadors,but 
Advocates of the Hugenois. And indeed the 
11]. opinion which the Fathers of the Conn- 
C1ll had of the beliefe of theſe raree men was 
a cauſe way rne Councill and the Pope dealr 
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' | with them with more rigor. In the meane 


while the French Biſhops carte tothe Coun« 
cill, conduced by the Gardinall of Lorrazne, 
who was moſt honourably received” by the 
Cardinall of Maztza, and the orher Legates, 
Soon after the coming of the Cardinall of 
Lorrainz Philip the II, having called back the 
Marqueſle of Peſquera, ſent to Trezt anether 
Embaſlador , Ferdinand Quigones, Count de 
[Luna, who being gone to Germany betore, to 
be preſent at tne Coronation of Maximilian, 
Son to the Emperour Fera1zandywould know 
of ithe Fathers of the Councill, what place 
; they would give him. Upon: which the Car- 
! dinall of aztua, the firit Legate, having 
; -conſulced with the Embaſſadours of: Frazce, 
; andthe Cardinall of. Zorrazze, he propound- 
ed unto them this accommodation, that 
as for them they ſhould keeptheir place next 
tothe Embeſſadors of the Emperour, and 
that ſome other place might be tound for the 
Count of I una,ovecr _ the Legates on the 
other {1de, or after the Eccleſiaſtical Embaſ- 
4adors, or in.ſome-other place out of the 
bench of the -Embaſladors. To which rhe 
French anſwered , that they were ſent by 
their King not to judge cauſcs, or to decide of 
the Rights of King Phi/ip, who was a good 
friend & brother 1n law totheir King, Charles 
the IX: but if any would take their place, 
6231 P chey 
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they were reſolved to ſtand for it -againſt.all 
ſorts of perſons; which if the Councill de- 
nycd'themthey hadotrder to withdraw. with 
all the French Prelates, and to proteſt of the 
nulliry of the refolutions which ſhould be 
taken in their abſence. To which the Legate 
anſwered nothing. That declaration of. the 
French, rhough generous, .gave occaſion to 
theaffrontwhich/ſoon after » was offered to 
them-in the Councillz for they-are cenſured 
by poſterity, fornot requiring abſolutely that 

the Spaniards ſhould firunder them. 
- " Ap,1563. The Legares tearing ſome divi- 
ſiowyberween the Frewch ant - Sparrſh Doftors 
abour-their order tn'{peaking,gave orger thar 
without diſtin&ion-of Nations , every one 
ſhonld ſpeak according to his ſeniority of 
Do@orſhip. Bur! becauſe ſome among the 
French Divines had the ſeniority over irhe 
Spaniſh; theſe madegrear complaints ro-the 
Legatepretending that this preference of-rhe 
French, wouldbe a prejudice againſt rhe di[- 
pute which the Cour? de Luna was forming a- 
gainſt che French Embaſſadours. The Legats 
rebuked them , ſhewing thar®the -Do@ors, | 
chonugh ſent by the Princes, did not repreſent 
their perſons as- the-Embafſadors did ::and 
that the queſtion was onely ' of the ſeniority 
_ "of the degree, nor- of the preference 'of the 
Nations. Notwithſtanding thele ſatisfagtory | 
| Rea- 
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Reaſons, the Spaniards were angry, and 


_ *threatned the Councill of their Kings dif- 


pleaſure, who ſhould take off his prote&ion 
from them. ns | 
-- The French ſeeing that the Spaniartl ſtood 


-ipon points in ſuch a clear buſineſs, and that” 
' -of Doors they would make Embaſſadours, 


did obſtinate themſelves alto to havethe pre- 
ference even in the diſputes of the Divines, 
And becauſe-the Popes delegates ſpake firſt 


- Without contradicion, the French asked to 


be admired to ſpeak next after them, which 
the Legates were conſtrained togrant : and it 
was decreed, that after the Jeſurte Salmeyor, 


thePopes Divine Nicolas Maillart Dean of 
the faculty of Parss, ſhould ſpeaky and that 
after that, all ſhould ſpeak according to the 
ſeniority of their degree, which was follow- 


ed. Yet to content the Spaniards, 1t was en- 
acted in the Regiſter of the Councill, that the 
French Do@or had ſpoken the firſt by the 


Tight of his ſeniority inthe degree of Do&or, 
not by the preference of his Nation. - 


The ſame year 1563. upon Eaſter-day,the 


"Count of Luna was received at Trent. and 1h. 
his entry mached between the Embaſſadots + 


of the Emperour, and of France. This /Cere- 


Mmony paſt with much honour and civility 


between the two Nations. And at the fame 


time,the Cardinal of Lorrarz writ to the Em- 
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perour Ferdizand (who was at Inffrugh inthe 
County of Tyrol, three dayes journey from 
Tyent ) upon divers aftaires of the Councill: 
and in the end of the Letrer, defired him to 
find ſome temper to lay down the diſpute a- 
bout the preference between the rwoCrowns, 
{o that iz might not appear in the Councull. 
Bur his Country-men blame him tor it,{ay- 
ing, that he ought not to have taken notice of 
a diſpute ſo ill grounded : Or it he had fpo- 
ken of 1t, 1t ſhould nor have been to havede- 
fired a temper, but to maintaine this Kings 
right, The Emperour anſwered him, that 
it belonged not to him ro decide the diſpures 
betwcen the Kings of France and Spain 3 but 
fince he had deſired him to ſpeak his ſenſe a- 
bout it, it your Embaſladours (ſaid he) main- 
taine their rank after mince, and that 
none take that place from them 3 what does 
It import you waat place be afſigned unto the 
Spaniards > Averdictill raken by the Frexch, 
who held it to be of a dangerous conſe- 
quence.For in an order of {itting,who fo lea- 
veth his place ( fay they ) is thought to de- 
ſpue it, andto ask a higher, which cannot be 
done without moving a diſpute againſt thoſe 
that (it 1n a higher ſear. 

The Count of L»14 after that ſolemn entry, 
was hidden forty dayes, and appeared not 1n 
any ceremony of publique action, being in 

great 


? 
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great perplexity howto behave himſel{;ſome- 
times he hada mind to enter into the aſſcmbly 
in the midſt of the twoEmbaſladors of theEm 
peror, who were 1njoyned to bearhim compa- 
ny ; and atter they had taken their 'place, 
ſtand by them till his Commiſhon had been 
verified by the Councill, and then retire to 
his houſe. But conſidering that this would 
not be a generous maintaining of his Maſters 
honour, he made means that the French Em- 
bafladors ſhould be deſired not to appcarc in 
the Afſemby that day 3 'which being denyed 
him, be ſent ſome Spaniſh Biſhops to the Le- 
ates, to propound unto them, thar the ſecu- 

The Embaſladors of Princes, ſhould not cater 
\ 1nto the general] Congregations bur the day 
of their reception, bur ſhould content them- 
{elves to be preſent at the Ceremony, the day: 
of the Seſſion, maintajaing that 1t had been 
{o obſerved in the Councells before. But all 
the Embaſſadors of Princes having oppoſed 
thar motion, he could obtain nothing. Again, 
| he cauſed ſome Biſhops ro propound tome 
point to the Congregation, at the diſcuſhon 
whereof, the Frexch ought not to be preſent as 
intereſſced parties; for example, to repreſent 
what damage would reſult ro rhe whole 
Church by a peace of the King of Fraxce with 
the Hugonets, or fome ſuch thiwug.But all-that 
being rejected, and the Gongregation being 
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put off from day to day by his obſtinacy3 in 
the end that the buſineſſes of the Couricell 
might notbe retarded : the Cardinall of Lor- 
r4ine, and the French Embaſſadors declared 
to the Legates, that it rney might keep their 
lace immediatcly after the Emperours Eme 
batiadors; they did not cate what place the 
Embafſador of Spazz ſhould take. 

The Frezch to this day exclaim againſt that 
4&ion of the Cardinal,and tne Frexcb Embal- 
ſadors, ſaying that it was a great weakneſſe, 
and that they had betrayed their Maſters ho- 
nour, Yea, the Fathers of rhe Councell diſ- 
liked it. And when the Cardizal de la Bourde- 


frere, Reſident for rhe King of France by the 
Pope, complained to hym of that Spaniſh 


ambition, and novelty introduced againſt all 
ancient orders; the Pope ( it was Prus the 
IV.) anſwered, that he ſhould complaine to 
the French Embaſſadors, whoſe weakneſs he 
condemned 5 ſaying, that although he had 
been ſolicited. before and after the entry of 
Count de Luiainto Trent, to favour that de- 
anc he had remained conſtant and inflexi- 


e;zand that he wondred how the French 


had ſo eaſily, yea ſo freely yielded. 
| The day of the Congregation being come, 
and each Embaſſador having taken his place, 
the Eowrt of Luxg enters, ſtands over againſt 
the Legates, ſomewhat far from the Embaſ- 
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ſadors ſcat, preſents his Orders,and declares 
his Maſters will. Then he proteſted, that 
although the firſt ſeat was due to him next 
to the imperiall Embaſſadors, as repreſent- 
ing the greateſt Prince of Chriſtendome, the 

reatelt Prop of che Church 8&c. yet thar 
he ſhould bring no confuſion to the affaires 
of the Counccll, he deſifted from that right; 
upon condition that this his proteſtation 
ſhould be inſerted into the Ags of the Coun. 
cell; ſo rhat they could not be printed, nor 0- 


therwiſe publiſhe without it ; and that a Co- 


py figned by the Legates ſhould be given 
him by the Secretary of the Councill. Ha- 
ving faid theſe words, he went to take his 
place appointed for him, near the Table of 
the Secretary of the Councell. Fu. 

The French Ambaſſadors ſitting by the 
Imperial, anſwered, that if 1t was thought 
that the place where they ſat was not the 
moſt honourable next to that of the Empe- 
rour, as it had been acknowledged in all the 
Councell before, the laſt of which were that 
of Conſtance, and that of Laterar, under Leo 


the X; Or if the place aſſigned to Count de Lu- 


7a, might be a prejudice againſt them, they 
deſired the Councell to prevent it ſpeedily 
by orders, commands, excommunications, or 
other wayes, praiſed in ſuch a caſe without 


acception of perſons. But becauſe none an- 
FT = {wered 
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ſwered any thing, and the Imperial Embaſ- 
ladors connived to that novelty (although 
their interefſe was'ro hinder it, leaſt their 
place ſhould be once diſputed ) they added: 
That without injury to the honour of King 
Philip, and the alliance betweene the two 
Crowns, they proteſted againſt that proceed- 
ing as unjuſt,requiring that their proteſtarion 
ſhould be inſerted in the Acts of tke Council, 
and thar a Copy of the ſame ſhould bede- 
livered unto them, 

None of the Fathers ſpake one word upon 
theſe, diſputes, And the filence was broken 
by a Spaniſh Dottor called Frozt:dor, who 
madea Latin Oration in the name of Court 
de Luna, whereby te exalted the greatneſſe 
of the King of Spain, his zeal towards the 
Church and Religion, with ſuch impertinenr 
words, & ſo much contempr of otherPrinces, 
rhat the Embaſſadors of the Emperour made 
great complaints about 1t to Count de Luna, 
who had no other ſhifc to excuſe it, than ſay- 


Ka 4nz that theOration had diſpleaſed-him more 


then any. | | 
The Promoter of the Councell having an- 
ſwered rhe Oration, ſuddenly the Embaſſa- 
dor of Spain went out of the Afﬀembly, nor 
expecting the riſing of the Legates, to avoid: 
a diſpute with the French, and the ſame he 
obſerved in the following Congregations, 
| | fit- 
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fitting by himſclf and going out alone. 
But that Order could notbe kept in the 
Church the day of the Seſſion , becauſe the 
manner of fitting there was not alike, and 
ſome more precite ceremonies were uſed a- 
bout the preference, as that of the pax , and 
the cexſer at the Maſſe, Wherefore the Legats 
conſulted the Pope before the Seſſion, and he 
being won . by the Spaniards, thinking that 
the French would again run into another 
weakneſſe, writ to the Lepate that in the Scſſi- 
on they ſhould aſſign a place. apart to the 
Spaniard , and that the pax and the cexſes 
ſhould be given to both the Ambaſſadours at 
the ſame time 3 bur that the buſineſſe ſhould 
be kept ſecret till the point of the aftion,that 
the French might nor ſtorm at it. 
- The day of the Seſſion being come , which 


- was'Saint Peters day, the 29. of June, after 


the Biſhop of FYaldaofa in Savoy had begun 
the Maſſe of the Holy Ghoſt, preſently a 
Chair of black Velvet was brought out of . 
the Veſtry , which was placed between] the 
laſt Cardinall and the firſt Patriarck, where 
(ount de Luna fate. The Carainall of Lorratn 
with the French Ambaſſadours,made a great 
noiſe about it, and roſe to withdraw , when 
at the ſame time they heard the order given 
about it, and for the Cexſer & the Pax.But for 
tcar of tronbling the aQion , they yy 
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themſelves to proteſt againſtir, and to de-. 


clare that their Maſters right did not conſiſt 
in the equality, but in the precedence. .; The 
Goſpell ripe read whilſt a Divine went up 
into the Pulpit ro make a ſpeech, the Legars 
with the Cardinal of Lorrazz , and the other 
Cardinalls, the Ambaſſladour of the Empe- 
rour, and Ferrer one of the French Ambaſſa- 
dours went into the Veſtry ; into whica they 
called the Archbiſhop of Granada, a Spani- 
ard, and two Frenci1 Biſhops to find ſome ac- 


- commodation. After many diſputes, and ma- . 


ny goings and commings and meſſages to La- 
4, It was concluded that the Maſſe ſhould 
be ended without receiving the Cexſer and 
the pax. After which , Lua came out oi-the 
Church with his Spaniards triumphing for 

that firſt ſtep ſo advantagions to his Matter. 
This a&ion was very ſcandalous to the 
French ; and the Legars not able ro bear the 
envy of it, were conitrained to produce the 
command which they had from Rome about 
1t, The injury was more reſented, becauſe it 
was done toa King in his minority ( it was 
Charles the IX. ) and one that was afliged 
with Hugonots, and entangled in a civill 
War. The Cardinal of Loyrazz writ very 
{martletters tothe Pope about ir ; yet with- 
out violating the reſpe& due to him. But 
Ferriey a violent and ſtout man, cryed out e- 
very 
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| very where, that unleſſe at the next publique 


Maſs rhe preference of the (exſer and the Pax 
was given to his Maſter he would proteſt a- 
loud, not againft the Legats, who had obey- 
ed the Popes Orders,nor againſt the Councel, 
whoſe hands were manifeſtly bound , nor a- 
gainſt King Philip, who took his advan- 
tage where he mighr, nor againſtthe Roman 
Church, toward which he ſhould never loſe 
the dye reſpe&,but againſt the very perſon of 
the Pope, whom he would prove to have 
bought the pontificat,and would appeal from 
him to a lawtfull Pope, and to a true and free 
Councel. And thar his Maſter would cele- 
brate a Nasjonall Councel, as numerous and 
as Generall at that of Trex. It is certain thar 
Ferrier & Pibrac(for Lanſac was returned in- 
ro FrarceYhad prepared a moſt bloody ſpeech 
againſt the Pope, and againſt that innovari- 
on. Ferrier was topronounce it, and atthe 
ſame time command all the French Biſhops 
and Doctors to leave the Councell , witha 
promiſe to return whenſocver God had given 
a lawiull Pope to his Church , and end 
to the Councels their antient and full liberty, 
The ſpeech was printed, but nor pronounced. 
Ferrier ſpread it among the Fathers, becauſe 


. Count de Luna boaſted that the Legats 


had promift him thar at the firſt Maſs bee 
fhould be admitred to the equality of the Pay 
and Cerſer. The 
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The Legates fearing , 1 this quarrell | 


ſhould come to ſome {ad iſſue , - becauſe” the 
Ambaſladour of Poland declared, that if the 
King of France ſhould depart from the obe- 
dience of the Councel, the King of Poland 
would ſoon do the like , and many other 
Princes; The LegatesT ſay, and the wiſeſt of 
the Council, eſpecially 2adruwoe, Cardinal of 
Treat,of the Imperial party, thought 'it+ ex- 
pedient that thereafter publique Maſfles 
ſhould be ſaid without the Pax and the 'Cen- 

er , and made Comnt de Luna approve of it. 
And the King of Spazz hearing all this pro- 
ceeding, thought he had got a great advan- 
zage. But the Pope loſt by it, for the affront 
;done to the French in thar Councel hindred 
the publication of it m Fraxce. 

Shortly after,the Cardrnal of Lorrain retired 
to Rome, and Ferrier declaimed in a general 
Congregation againſt abuſes and Aifordtets 
creptinto the Chnrch , and ſpared no body. 
The Pope was much diſpleaſed at it, and to 
allay that heat, ſent the Cardinal of Lorratn to 
Rome with full authority to regulate all with 
the Legats, He was preſent at the- 24th 
Seſſion held November 11. 1563. which is of 
the Sacrament of marriage. And having re- 
ceived order from Fraxce to return without 
delay with all the French Biſhops , the Le- 


gates haſted to make an end of the Gone

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 andheld the -25® Seffion which was the laſt 


upon the 3d. and 4th. of December, 1n which 


Seſſion, as inthe precedent, the Ambaſſa- 


dours kept their place. Luna ſate by the Se- 


cretary of the Councel.In the publique Maſs- 


es neither Pax nor Cenſer was uſed.

omiſſion whereof in the calling again of the 
Council by Ps the IV , had cauſed ſo much 


diſcontent and expoſtulation, Of this the

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There was two acclamations; thefirſt for 
'the mermory of the dead, in which the Car- 


dinal forge ro expreſſe the names of Francis Þ 


thel. ad Henry. the TI, who had contribured 


their care and their zeal for the-good'6f the | 


Council; The ſecond was for the Princes: h- 
ving, where he forgat (barles the IX, who had 
ſent his Ambaſſadours &his Biſhopsto' Trent. 
So/ he forgot both the dead and the living. 


That omiffion was objected to the Cardinal |

' !perour were preſent, or firſt, when they were 
abſent, The othicr, never to have ſuffered or 
done any action which may be interpreted to 


give an equality to the Spaniard with them. 
As for the order of fitting , which ſhould ob- 
lige the Spaniardto fitunder the French, one 
can not take him by the hand tobring him to 
an Aſſembly when he pretends fickneſfle or 
buſineſſe. Bur if he appear in a publique 
meeting, the French ſuffers him not to uſe a- 
ny action either of preference or equality. 
Since the Councell of Trext, the moit fa- 
mous meeting of the two Kings in the per- 
ſons of their Ambaſſadours , or rather the 
only, was that of Yeruims, an, 1598, where 


the French had the precedence, as we ſhew- 
ed before.
